The conference with the Oakland City 
delegation consumed the entire after- 
noon, and but little work was accom- 
plished, in the way of changing the 
lines. The onty progress made 
was the adoption of certain lines made 
in the pla y Captain Clayton, the city 
engineer, to the effect that the lines 
In the fourth, sixth and eighth wards 
be not moved farther west.

S, Davies Warfield, senior receiver for 
the Seaboard, and president of the Con- 
tinental Trust Company, of Baltimore, 
and W. A. Garrett, former president of 
the road, and now chief executive to the 
receivers, paid a hasty visit to Atlanta 
yesterday afternoon. Their special 
train came in from Birmingham at 4:30. 
Mr. Warfield left at midnight for Flor- 
ida, while Mr. Garrett returns this 
morning to Portsmouth. 

The Seaboard officials were met at tne 
traing by Mayor Maddox, Captain Rob- 
ert J. Lowry. and Colonel W. L. Peel, 
and by J. A. Pride and J. J. Pufler, of 
the Seaboard, and Edward T. Brown 
and H. N. Randolph, of the law firm of 
Brown & Randolph, division counse! for 
the Geaboard and aesistant general 
counsel for the receivers. The two of- 
ficilals were immediately taken in Mr. 
Brown's automobile for an inspection of 
the Seaboard properties in the city, and 
at 6 o'clock went to the terminal sta- 
tion district, and fron: thence through 
the residential part of the city* to the 
home of Mr. Brown, where they were 
entertained at dinner. 

May Be New Line to Atlanta. 


Concerning improvements and exten- 
sions of the Seaboard in the state in 
particular, and in the south generally, 
Mr. Garrett said this,would undoubtedly 
be done as soon as the chaos of the re- 
ceivership could be untangled. When 
asked about the propesed line vetween 
Macon and Atlanta, and quicker serv- 
ice between Macon and Savannah over 
the Macon, Dublin and Savannah, he 
said this was in prospect, but that 
nothing definite could be given out, on 
account of the present state of affairs 
of the road's business.

ND MANY HURT 


Result of Accident in Al- 
abama Coal Mine. 


Windy-Shot Takes Many Lives 
in Short Creek Coal Mine. 
Thorough Investigation Will 
Be Made as to Cause of the 
Accident. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 2.—Seven- 
teen men are dead ®s the result of an 
explosion in the No. 2 Short Creék 
mines of the Birmingham Coal and 
Iron Company this morning. Five of 
the dead are white and twelve are ne- 


groes. 
The explosion occurred between If 


12 o' dock, and is thought to have 
been caused by a  windy-shot. 
mines are about ten miles west of Ens- 
ley on the Birmingham Southern rafl- 
road, and are difficult of access. The 
Seventeen bodies were taken from the 
mines this morning, and the rooms and 
paseages are clear tonight. The mine 
itself is practically uninjured. 

‘Alex, Bonneyman, general manager of 
the company, was among the first to 
leave Birmingham for the scene of the 


house and Fiyvnn hurried to the scene 
tc render what aid they could and to 
make their inspectton. Officials of 
the company did not know the exact 
number of men in the mine at the time 
of the accident, Dut they state tonight 
that seventeen fatalities will be the to- 
tal: 

Ambulances were sent from Ensley to 
thé mines, and late tonight coffins will 
be rushed out to the il-fated mine. 
The mine was running On short force 
or the death st would probably have 
heen much larger. 

Twelve of the seventeen men killed 
were negroes. The white victims are: 
William Hannigan, outside foreman; E. 
Schoeler, J. Jackson, O. B. Harmon and

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TAFT AND AUTOS 
N THE LIMELIGHT 


Shall Machines Be Pro- 
vided for White House? 


House Favors Allowing $12,000 
for Autos for Taft, but Sen- 
ate Objects—Why Taft Pre- 
fers Autos to Horses. 


Washington, Februry 2.—The desira 
bility of purchasing automobiles for the 
white house was the bone of contention 
in the house of representatives today, 
when Mr. Tawney, of Mffnesota, called 
up the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill ,and moved that the senate amend- 
ments be disagreed to, and a conference 


asked. 

In deference to the wishes of Presi- 
dent-elect Taft, the bill, as it passed the 
house, carried an appropriation of 
$12,000 for automobiles, but the senate 
struck out that provision. Mr. Bart. 
lett. of Georgia, wanted that amend- 
ment voted on separately, remarking 
that he was in favor of it. Mr. Clark, 
of Missouri, the minority leader, and 
Mr. Sims, of Tennessee, supported his 
contention with the result that the op- 
portunity they desired was afforded. 

Why Taft Shuns Horses. 


“The incoming president,’ said Mr. 
Tawney. with a significant smile, “de 
gires to abandon the use of horses for 
reasons which you can all understand.” 

While declaring that he was not Op 
posed to granting the president auto- 
mobiles. Mr. Clarie said he did not favor 
appropriating money for both . horses 
and automobiies. “It is an extraordinary 
sum to spend,” said he. He thought 
Mr. Taft would not need horses, “as 
much as the celebrated equestrian who 
now occupies the white house.”’ He said 
there was not the slightest danger that 
President Taft would ever ride 98 miles 
in one day, one week or one month. 

The debate spread at a rapid pace, 
and Mr. Tawney was made the target 
for a voliey of questions, as to what 
would become of the white house horses 
if the automobiles were authorized.

Edinburgh, Febraury 2.—The Stirling di- 
vorce case today entered upon the third 
week of its hearing. 

The wan figure of Mrs. Stirling still 
occupied the witness box and she con- 
tinued to deny the allegations made by 
her husband’s lawyers. She showed 
grea* distress and on several occasions 
broke down. At one stage the ovpjec- 
tionable attitude of Dougias Stirling, 


witness that she broke owt into.a heated 
denunciation, and at the suggestion of

left the room. 

Dreadful Lies. 


Mrs. Stirling characterized as ‘‘dread- 
fu] lies’”’ all the allegations of miscon- 
duct with Lord Northland, and she flatly 
denied she had promised to give a con- 
fession to an attorney for Mr. Stirling 
who talked with her after her return 
from America, in August of lagt year.

Alleged Slayer of Rice Makes

Judge Dorsey had been in very bad 
for over eight months, and on 
this account had taken little part in the 
work of his firm. Recently His illness 
had become more acute, and last night 
< Was seen that there was no possible 
bope for his recovery. He was suffer- 
ing from heart trouble.

Politics went hand-in-hand wéth law, 
and it was natural this brilliant young 
lawyer shouM be urged to become can- 
didate for public office. 
He represented Fayette county in the 
legislature for a term/ and so welt did 
he work for his constitutents that when 
his term was up it was decided to enter 
him in the race for the senate. He was 
elected and served with signal distinc- 
tion. 
His law practice grew, but he soon

and so he removed to Atlanta. 

He became a warm personal friend 
of Governor Henry McDaniel] and soon 
after he made his home in Atlanta he 
was appointed judge of the city court 
here.

and indicated that this was brought 
about through the agency of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan & Co.

methods of bullding silos on the farm. 
These statements were discussed by 
Professor O. H. Titrud, of the Berry 1n- 
dustrial school, Rome, Ga., and Mr. Da- 
vis, a @airy farm owner from .t¢w 
York, who is visiting In the south. 

The afternoon session began at 2 
o’clock. The subject of “The Utility 
Creamertes in Georgia’’ was opened by 
J. H. McClain, of the Georgia experti- 
ment station. The subject was also dis- 
cussed by G. F Hunnicutt, of The 
Southern Cultivator. 

Professor B. H. Rawl, in charge of 
southern dairy work for the federal 
dairy division, then spoke on the gen- 
eral topic of dairy farming. 

Address by Soule. 


The session closed with an address by 
Andrew M. Soule, of the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, Athens, on the 
subject of diversified farming; the use 
of cotton seed meal and silage as 4 dairy 
feed, and the relation of live stock 
work to the fertility of the soil and 
progress of farm communities. UT. 
Soule spoke strongly for the help of 
farmers in building up a System of 4g- 
ricultural education and of réaching the 
farm workers in such a Way as to !m- 
prove their methods. He gave striking 
figures as to the increased profits Dy 
proper methods of farming. 

Night Session. ‘ 


The night session, beginning at 7:30, 
was addressed by B. W. Hunt, of Waton- 
ton, on the quesetion of “FEradicating 
Cattle Ticks,” and ably seconded by 
Dr. Tait Butler, of Raleigh, N. C. Mr. 
Felix Williams, of Villa Rica, described 
successful methods of raising dairy 
calves, the only method of establishing 
a fine herd. 

The program for tomorrow is to con- 
tinue the subject of diversified farming, 
and pay particular attention to beef and 
porx production and horses and mules. 
N. O. Nelson, of St. Louis, will talk on 
“Cooperation Among Farmers.’ Dr. 
Stallings and Mr. Methvin, of the state 
department of agriculture, are to show 
the work and use of feedstuffs.

rest up. He had been out and returned 
when he sat upon his bed where ne 
ended his life. There he was found 
lying with a smoking revolver in his 
hand when Mrs. Jones rushed down to 
ascertain what the shot meant. 

A hurried call for the family physi- 
cian was made, but by the time he and 
several neighbors arrived, death had 
claimed the victim. In a short time the 
shocking affair went through the cem- 
munity and the entire city was thrown 
into deep sorrow. 

No more complete surprise could have 
ever come to a man’s friends. Ben L. 
Jones was known as a fine business 
man. He had been the second largest 
tax payer in the community for Some 
time, and had been a public-spirited, in- 
dustrious man for a long number of 
years. Faith in the community put him 
headlong into a number of enterprises 
which he always set going. It was no 
financial strait that caused his deed, for 
he knew what property he had, and it 
was never involved as far as his friends 
have bee nable to scertain. 

An inquest was ordered by Coroner T., 
E. Young this morning as soon. as the 
news reached him. Walter Chapman 
was made foreman of a jury that 
reached the conclusion that a loss vt 
reason for the time caused the act. For 
six months or more Mr. Jones had fol- 
lowed a strictly temperate diet, proba. 
bly due to the fact that he knew of 
tendencies to illness that others had not 
known. This facet was brought out in 
the evidence submitted. 

Mr. Jones was a Shkriner, a member of 
the Elks and a member of all the lead- 
ing social clubs of the city. He was 
also a member of the board of educa- 
tion and president of the Fair Associa- 
tion. 


Opinion of Physician. 


Dr. W, J. Little, the family physician 
made a signed statement before the 
jury as follows: ‘“‘At ng time since Jan- 
uary 22 did I consider Mr. Jones men- 
tally sound, and, in a conversation with 
Mrs. Jones, I told her my impressions 
as to his mental condition. But I re- 
cently considered him to be improving, 
by reason of his skin clearing and his 
spirits reacting favorably, and I had 
hoped he was recovering. Appreciating 
his condition, and knowing him to be 
mentally abnormal, and considering his 
act this morning, corfirms my opinion 
as to the unbalanced state of his 
mind; 

“It is my opinion that Mr. Jones came 
to his death because of an irresponsi- 
ble attack, due to acute insanity, from 
a pistol wound of the head, an examina- 
tion of which showed the effect of a 
.38-caliber ball entering the head above 
the right ear, passing through the 
brain and coming out above the left 
éar, and that death was almost in- 
Stantaneous.” ‘ 

Funeral Arrangements. 


The funeral will be conducted at the 
residence on Mulberry street tomorrow 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. Rev. R. E. 
Dougiass, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian church, will conduct the service. 

Ben L. Jones was 46 years of age at 
the time of his death. He was a son 
of W. H. and Martha Jones. He was 
educated in the public schools of Bibb 
county, later attending Mercer univer- 
sity, and the Eastman Business col- 
lege, at Poughkeepsie, N. Y. In 1883 he 
married Miss Josephine Lightfoot, who 
survives him. He also is survived by 
two children, Mr. W. Henry Jones and 
Miss Josephine Jones.

THE TRUST AND ITS DEBTORS. 


On its face, the recent decision of the supreme court of the United States 
that an illegal trust or combination cannot use legal process to enforce 


| contracts against its debtors, would look like a splendid and effective solu- 


tion of the great trust problem. - 

But it will not do to jump too quickly to that conclusion. 

The highest court in the country, by a majority of one, has decided, in 
the case of the Continental Wall Paper Company vs. Lewis Voight & Son, 
that the former cannot enforce at law the payment of a debt of $57,000 by 
the defendant, for the reason that it is an illegal combination existing in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust act. 

The decision is eminently a just one, aniies on an old and time-honored 
principle of law,’ which denies the use of the courts in the enforcement uf 


contracts which are founded wholly or in: part upon ‘the violation of law. 
Thus, the gambler cannot enforce the payment of a debt created as the re- 
sult of the violation of the laws against gaming. 

The decision is far-reaching and one of the most important in tts class 
ever handed down by this court. 

To permit a company or combination which exists in direct contravention 
of the Sherman law, directed against organizations intended-to defeat or 
throttle competition, to use the courts to enforce its contracts, would, as the 
court well says, result In giving “the aid of the court in making effective 
illegal agreements that constitute forbidden combination.” 

Denied the customary means of enforcing contracts and collecting debts, 
it would appear that the effect would be to put the trust which transgresses 
the terms of the Sherman law out of business. Perhaps, in a measure, it 
will have that effect. But suppose the trust concludes that inasmuch as it 
controls the product, it will establish itself upon a cash basis? 

Credit is a recognized and essential principle of trade, yet the trust, with

the trust would have no bad debts in the collection of which the courts have 
refused it a helping hand.

Business ean- 
not proceed or succeed without it; and then the stigma of illegality, offi- 
cially pronoufced, hurts even stiff-necked monopoly. 

Decisions like this will go far toward suppressing the criminality which

Carmack, of Nashville, a well-known worker in the prohibition cause, gave 


utterance to this strange and remarkable statement: 


“They killed him to get rid of him, but they forgot that out of 
martyrs is the seed of the church 


The folly and absurdity of such a statement is at once apparent to those 
who are familiar with the details of Carmack’s death.’ 

It is well known that the killing of Carmack grew ont of a personal 
political embroglio in which the question of prohibition had no part. The 
unfortunate and deplorable dispute which sent Carmack to his grave, how- 
ever much at fault his slayers may have been, cannot be attributed to any 
such conspiracy as is intimated in the reckless assertion quoted. It had its 
origin in politics, it is true, but origin, development and conclusion were pri- 
marily and wholly personal. No other man outside of the Coopers and Car 
mack, and no particular issue can be held accountable for it. 

It is to be regretted that in their ardent and over-weening zeal the en- 
thusiasts of any cause should resort to tactics like this. It cannot gain 
friends or strengthen a movement.

Geov.-Elect Brown's Augusta Speech. 


Editor Constitution: The speech of 
Governor-elect Joseph M. Brown, while 
in Augusta, on the railroads @® the state 
is an able and lucid presentation Of 4 
subject of which he more, perhaps, than 
any other one of all the public men of 
the day, is easily a master. 

When just out of college he embarked 
in mailroad service, bégan at the bot- 
tom, went through all tts gradations, 
and, after long experience, emerged as 
one of the first of the all-round rallroad 
men of the south. Hence, in this apeech 
in Augusta he knew what he was talk- 
ing about. He was, therefore, listened 
to, and his speech has since been read 
with interest and profit. jt ls a re- 
markably well etudied, systematic and 
Clear contribution of facts and logic 
on a vital? subject which, for the past 
two or three years, has been confused 
and perverted to the great detriment of 
the state. 

The speech if a confirmation of the 
fact, already well known (before its de- 
livery, that the governor-elect is a friend 
to both the people and the railréads of 
his native state: and in it he takes @ 
sane and hopeful view of the relation 
between the two.

Prevent Combination — Dis-| 


honest Men Must Not Control 
Great Combines. 


Wa@Mhington, February 2.—Commission- 
er Herbert Knox Smith, of the bureau 
of corporations, today submitted to Sec- 
retary Straus, of the department of 
commerce and labor, the annual report 
of the operations of his bureau for the 
year ended June 30, 1908. 

In all respects, it is the most impor- 
tant report yet submitted by the bureau 
of corporations. The work of the bu- 
reau during the last fiscal year was 
more varied than during any similar 
period since the establishment of the 
department of commerce and labor. 

During the year Commissioner Smith 
directed investigations of many impor- 
tant industries, and he now has on hand 
as current work, inquiries into the to- 
bacco industry, steel industry, anterna- 
tional Harvester “Company, lumber in- 
dustry, cotton exchanges and water 
transportation. 

The most important legal work of the 
bureau in the last fiscal year was in 
connection with a bill for the amendment 
of the Sherman law. <A large amount 
of work also was done in aiding the 
department of justice in the preparation 
for trial of cases against the Standard 
Oil Company for alleged practice of dis- 
criminations jin railway rates. 

‘ Corporate Regulation. 


Discussing the general subject of cor- 
porate regulation and control, Commis- 
sioner Smith says: 

‘There is an irresistible movement to- 
ward concentration in business. We 
must recognize the fact that industrial 
concentration is already largely accom- 
plished;’in Spite of general statutory pro- 
hibition. The aim of new legislation 
should be to regulate, rather than (to 
prohibit combination. It is an obvious 
absurdity to attempt to do both at the 


‘same time, and prohibition has practi- 


cally failed. Our present law, forbidding 
all combination, therefore needs adapta- 
tion to the actual facts. If we are to 
do: anything effective with the conpora- 
tion question, we must make an ad- 
vance of our present legislation. The 


practicaf-object is to see that business |, 


opportunity and the highways of com- 
merce are kept equally open to all; to 
prevent fraud, special] privilege and un- 
fair competition. To do this, we must 
recognize concentration, supervise it and 
regulate it. Above all, we must have a 
system of efficient publicity. This is 
the strongest means far our purpose. 
‘Efficient publicity’ means that sort of 
publicity which reaches the average cili- 
zen under everyday conditions. A per- 
manent office, after collecting material, 
must also summarize it for the public, 
in brief, clear and reliable ‘concluS?ion, 
showing important permanent corporate 
tendencies. , 
Federal Control. 


“The control by the federal goverr- 
ment (of corporations) should b® broad- 
ened into a general constructive system 
based on tested principles of supervision, 
publicity and cooperation. The detaila 
of such a system in its main features 
should be as follows: 

“it should be operated by the fed- 
eral government, 

“It should provide for a system of 
regular reports from the large inter- 
state corporations. 

“Such government office should have 
access at all reasonable times to the 
records and accounts of such corpora- 
Lion?e?. 

“That office should publish concisely 
the' important facts disclosed. It should 
safeguard from publication all business 
secrets, 

“Corporations complying with these re- 
quirements should be given the advan- 
tage of a definite federal registration. 

“The system should, if possivle, . be 
voluntary. : 

‘Finally, supervision must be admin- 
istrative. No other method has the nec- 
essary flexibility. 

Fer Fair Business Methods. 


“We must have a system of supervision 
which provides a working basis for coi- 
ference ahd cooperation and which does 
not rely merely on crimina] procedure 
and opposition. There is not @gnly a 
change in the attitude of business lead- 
ers. There is also an aroused and intel- 
‘ligent demand from the public for fair 
business methods and for equal come 
mercial opportunity for all. The futurg 
of the nation must depend largely upor 
the stability of its business machinery, 
That machinery cannot be permanent or 
successful unless it operates openly and 
justly. It must place and keep in contro] 
of our great commercial forces men who 
have risen there solely by superior in- 
dustrial efficiency. It must protect such 
men from competition of those who get 
power. by unfair and illegal methods and 
privileges—practices that rely pecullarly 
on secrecy. To do this the government 
must have such supervision and contro] 
of that corporate machinery as will 
maintain in business the fundamental! 
American ideal of equal Opportunity to 
all.”

The oid differences between the city en- 
gineer and the commissioner of pub’ x 
wofks seem to have brokew out aBA,,)- 

This time the commissioner of puD- 
lic Works says that so greatly does he 
feel the injustice that is being done hn 
by ‘the public, because of the way in 
which the city engineers’ office dos 
construction work, that he has a gré,t 
mind to become a candidate for city en- 
gineer. himself. 

The trouble this time broke out by the 
commissioner of public works making 4 
statement to the newspapers for puy- 
lication. 

To the statement of the commissioner 
of public works the efty engineer only 
makes a very brief reply. 

The trouble,.or differences, between 
the two city officialg dates back some 
years. It was once taken hold of by 
the mayor and general council, and an 
effort made to stop the wrangle; but 
nothing definite was accomplished. 

The interview furnished by the com- 
missioner of public works is as follows: 


What Commissioner Says. 


Conditions have been bad for years, byt 
they are growing worse. I would not be &@@ 
ready to enter protest at the class of worg 
done by the engineer's department were 
not for the fact that the general public holy 
the department of public works responsibte 
for faulty paving of streets and sidewalkg, 
This is not right. 

The city engineer's office, under presey, 
arrangements, has entire charge of the origl 
nal construction of sidewalks and streets. [ft 
arranges the grades, drafts the epecificatior | 
and supervises the work of paving. w 

We are made the wet nurse for the infant. 
After it is born, !t becomes our duty to 
care for it. In ether words, the engineer” 
office has charge of street constructlog 
werk until the original paving is completed: 
@hen it is turned over to the department 
of public works to maintain. We «et all 
the cussing for bad paving, bad drainage, 
bad grading, etc. 

In much of the work done by the city @6n- 
gineer there have appeared serious defects. 
In fact, according to my estimates, this de- 
fective work entails a useless expenditure of 
more than $4,000 per year. Only Monday my 
forces had to repave and readjust the wood 
block paving on the Magnolia street and 
Edgewood avenue bridges. These blocks 
swell in cold weather while the concrete base 
contracts. In order that no disaster may oc- 
cur from this condition of affairs the wood 
blocks should be perfectly treated with creo- 
sote so as to reduce the swelling to a maxi- 
mum and then gaps or joints should be pro- 
vided that wil] allow of expansion, 

“In the paving of neither the Edgewood 
avenue nor Rhodes street bridge was this 
done. As a result the blocks on both swelled 
up several feet, many of them breaking all 
to pleces. This defect alone cost the city 
more than a hundred dollars. 


Asphalt Miserable Failure. 


Asphalt paving, lIike all other kinds, is lald 
under the supervision of the city engineer 
and according to specifications prepared by 
him. It is a well-known fact that the 
asphalt pavitig taid in the city during the 
past few. years has been a miserable fallure. 
That on Peachtree was worn out within two 
years. It is safe to charge that either the 
specifications were insufficient or that there 
was an indifference in the sunervision of the 
work, which, of course, was done by a pri- 
vate contractor. ; 

The city ‘engineér’s forces frequently omit 
proper drainage pipes in putting down pav- 
ing. The result’ is that the public works 
department has to come ‘ong and install 
them, oftentimes it being necessary to make 
a number of cuts into new paving. This 
was the case with the Peachtree and Broad 
Streets paving. 

Almost without exception the city en- 
xineer’s forces fail to observe street lines in 
locating catch basins for sewers. In fact. 
during the etght years I have been commia- 
sioner of public works I recall but four that 
were properly located.@It is my duty to re- 
locate them when repairing streets. The cost 
for relocating a catch basin is about §$15. 
Sometimes there is one on each of the four 
corners of a street crossing. 

There are other matters upon which the 
city engineer and I do not agree and which 
I think should be remedied. 

I am unwilling to further bear the reepon- 
sibility for defective street work which was 
done by the city engineer’s department. If 
the original construction of the sidewalka 
and street paving is not given to my depart- 
ment I will oppose Cantain Clayton for his 
office at the election in the fall of 1910. 


City Engineer's Reply. 


In reply to the statement of the eom- 
missioner of public works, the city en- 
gineer only said: 

It {8 emsy to criticise another man’s work. 
lf am prepared to stand on the merits of 
what I do, and I fear nothing from the com- 
tmissioner’s criticism. The commissioner has 
a perfect right to rum for my office. as has 
any other citizen of Atlanta. I am not 
alarmed at this threat. I deny that the 
work done undee the supervision of the en- 
gineer’s department, or by that department, 
is indifferent or defective.
